some of the classes of this mission, where 
in are many destitute, that offioera may 
bo appointed through whom we can en 
ter into cominunicatiou with our brolh 
era and sisters of the oast. 

But first let us say that the first 
settlements were made in this part of 
ia in the spring of 1871, since 
which time immigration has flowed 
steadily into this country until this 
last, spring.
